The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC-Chapel  Hill's  alma 
mater,  were  written  in  1897  by  William  Starr  Myers,  a 
graduating  senior.  The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers 
to  put  words  to  the  tune  "Amici,"  and  the  song  was  first  performed 
on  June  2,  1897,  as  part  of  the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  per- 
formance in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a  University  quartet  tried 
a  few  years  later  to  remember  the  words,  they  could  recollect  only 
the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original  version.  Two  mem- 
bers of  the  quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum  and  Charles  T.  Woollen, 
added  two  verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum  later 
became  a  professor  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen  worked 
as  the  University's  business  manager  and  controller.

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James  Moeser,  Chancellor 


When  Dr.  James  Moeser  was  first  approached  about 
leading  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill,  its  academic  excellence  and  tradition  as  the 
nation's  oldest  public  campus  impressed  him. 

But  that's  not  why  Moeser  ultimately  decided  he  wanted  to 
become  Carolina's  ninth  chancellor.  It  was  the  University's  potential 
to  be  even  better. 

"What  attracted  me  to  Carolina  was  not, 
important  though  it  is,  the  preservation  of  a  great 
tradition,"  Moeser  said.  "It  was  the  opportunity 
to  help  take  this  university  to  a  position  where  it 
will  be  the  best  public  university  in  the  United 
States.  With  the  right  combination  of  future  pub- 
lic and  private  support,  I  am  confident  that  such 
an  ambitious  goal  is  within  our  reach." 

Moeser  constantly  articulates  what  sets  the 
University  apart  from  other  schools. 

"Students  who  come  to  Chapel  Hill,  from 
the  moment  they  set  foot  on  this  beautiful  cam- 
pus, realize  there  is  something  very  special  about 
the  academic  experience,"  he  said.  "Carolina's 
graduates  develop  a  powerful  bond  that  lasts  a  lifetime,  creating  a 
remarkably  loyal  alumni  base.  Our  job  is  to  take  that  love  and  con- 
vince alumni  and  friends  to  reinvest  in  the  institution  that  made 
such  a  difference  in  their  lives  and  to  help  us  take  it  to  an  even 
higher  level." 

The  UNC  Board  of  Governors  unanimously  elected  Moeser  as 
chancellor  in  April  2000.  He  started  work  as  chancellor  the  follow- 
ing August  and  was  formally  installed  on  University  Day,  October  1 2 


Moeser's  top  priority  upon  arriving  in  Chapel  Hill  was  to  vigor- 
ously lead  the  University's  efforts  to  earn  the  votes  of  North 
Carolinians  in  November  for  the  $3.1  billion  bond  referendum  to 
improve  capital  facilities  on  UNC  and  community  college  campuses. 
State  residents  overwhelmingly  approved  the  referendum.  Carolina 
is  receiving  nearly  $500  million  to  fund  the  renovation  and  repair  of 
existing  buildings  as  well  as  construct  new  buildings  that  are  central 
to  its  mission  of  teaching,  research  and  public 
service. 

"Now  UNC  can  accept  its  fair  share  of  the 
enrollment  surge  expected  across  the  university 
system  in  the  next  decade,"  Moeser  said.  "We 
will  have  the  means  to  modernize  120  lecture 
halls  and  classrooms  so  that  twenty-first  century 
students  can  learn  in  a  twenty-first  century  envi- 
ronment. And  our  faculty  whose  research  pro- 
duces the  new  knowledge  that  will  affect  the  lives 
of  every  North  Carolinian  will  have  the  laboratory 
and  scientific  space  they  need  to  do  their  jobs 
even  better." 

Moeser  said  the  voters  unlocked  the 
University's  future  by  supporting  the  bond  referendum.  "It  is  a 
tremendous  investment  in  education,  and  it  will  return  benefits  to 
our  state  for  decades  to  come,"  he  said.  "I  reiterate  my  pledge  to 
North  Carolinians  to  take  that  investment  and  triple  it  with  private 
support  to  Chapel  Hill  through  future  fund  raising." 

A  concert  organist,  Moeser  began  his  academic  career  in  1966 
at  the  University  of  Kansas  as  an  assistant  professor  and  chairman  of 
the  department  of  organ.  After  rising  through  the  academic  ranks  at 
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Kansas,  he  was  named  dean  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  in  1975.  In 
1984,  he  was  named  Althaus  Distinguished  Professor  of  Organ, 
becoming  the  first  academic  dean  at  Kansas  ever  to  hold  an 
endowed  chair. 

In  1986,  Moeser  joined  Pennsylvania  State  University  as  dean 
of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Architecture  and  executive  director  of 
University  Arts  Services,  which  coordinates  cultural  programs.  Six 
years  later,  he  became  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  and 
provost  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  a  post  he  held  until 
becoming  chancellor  of  Nebraska  in  1996. 

Moeser  is  a  leader  in  national  educational  organizations.  He 
serves  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Association  of  State 
Universities  and  Land  Grant  Colleges,  a  voluntary  association  of 
more  than  200  public  research  universities,  land-grant  institutions 
and  state  university  systems.  He  chairs  that  association's  technology 
transfer  committee.  Moeser  is  a  member  of  the  Kellogg  Commission 
on  the  Future  of  State  and  Land-Grant  Universities  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Josephson  Institute  of  Ethics,  which  has  sponsored 
events  including  a  national  summit  resulting  in  a  statement  of  prin- 
ciples for  organized  sports  activities  and  a  special  seminar  for 
coaches  and  educators  from  across  the  Southeast  in  Chapel  Hill. 
He  has  written  and  spoken  widely  on  the  challenges  facing  higher 


education,  academic  leadership  and  the  future  of  land-grant  univer- 
sities. He  also  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Symphony  Society 
Inc.  Board  of  Trustees. 

A  native  of  Colorado  City,  Texas,  who  grew  up  in  Lubbock, 
Moeser  received  a  bachelor's  of  music  degree  with  honors  in  1961 
and  a  master's  of  music  in  musicology  in  1964  from  the  University 
of  Texas  at  Austin.  He  completed  advanced  study  in  Berlin  and  Paris 
as  a  Fulbright  scholar  and  received  a  doctorate  in  musical  arts  from 
the  University  of  Michigan  in  1967. 

A  past  president  of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists,  Moeser 
earned  an  international  reputation  as  a  concert  organist  and  per- 
formed regularly  until  1993-  He  has  chaired  several  national  organ 
pedagogy  conferences  and  consulted  with  numerous  universities 
and  churches. 

Moeser  is  married  to  Dr.  Susan  Dickerson  Moeser,  a  fellow 
concert  organist  and  faculty  member  at  Carolina.  He  has  two  chil- 
dren from  a  prior  marriage:  a  son,  Chris,  a  law  student  at  the 
University  of  Arizona,  and  a  daughter,  Carter,  who  received  her  doc- 
tor of  physical  therapy  degree  from  the  Arizona  School  of  Health 
Sciences  and  is  an  associate  physical  therapist  at  West  Campus 
Sports  and  Orthopedic  Physical  Therapy  in  Federal  Way,  Washington.

Doctor  of  Laws 


J'-ohn  Edwards  took  his  seat  in  the  United  States  Senate  on 
January  6,  1999,  as  the  fifty-first  person  to  represent  North 
Carolina  in  that  august  body.  Few  freshman  senators  have  made 
such  a  favorable  impression  so  quickly.  The  Wall  Street  Journal 
recognizes  him  as  one  who  "impresses  colleagues  in  behind-doors 
deliberations,"  and  the  Capitol  Hill  newspaper 
Roll  Call  includes  him  on  a  list  of  members  of 
Congress  who  have  made  a  mark  for  themselves 
in  a  very  short  period  of  time.  Senator  Patrick 
Leahy  has  called  him  the  best  debater  the  Senate 
has  seen  in  twenty-five  years.  After  engaging 
Senator  Edwards  in  floor  debate  another  col- 
league remarked,  "My  rule  now  is  never  yield  to 
Senator  Edwards."  In  his  first  term  Edwards'  prin- 
cipal legislative  interests  have  centered  on  patient 
protection,  better  schools,  personal  privacy,  fiscal 
integrity  of  Social  Security  and  Medicare,  and 
campaign  finance  reform. 

Senator  Edwards  grew  up  in  Robbins,  a 
small  town  in  Moore  County.  As  a  student  at  North 
Moore  High  School  he  excelled  in  both  academics 
and  athletics.  Upon  graduation  he  enrolled  in  Clemson  University, 
where  he  played  freshman  football.  He  transferred  to  North  Carolina 
State  University  in  his  sophomore  year,  graduating  with  a  B.S.  with 
Honors  in  Textiles.  Edwards  completed  his  formal  education  at 
Carolina's  School  of  Law,  where  he  earned  his  J.D.  with  Honors 


(1977)  and  was  inducted  into  the  Order  of  the  Coif  legal  honorary 
society.  He  is  the  nineteenth  Carolina  alumnus  to  represent  North 
Carolina  in  the  United  States  Senate. 

After  serving  a  year  as  law  clerk  to  United  States  District  Court 
Judge  Franklin  T.  Dupreejr,  John  Edwards  began  his  practice  of 

law  in  Nashville,  Tennessee.  In  1981  he  joined  the 
Raleigh  firm  of  Tharrington,  Smith  &  Hargrove 
and  rapidly  became  one  of  the  nation's  most  out- 
standing trial  lawyers.  In  1992  he  and  law  school 
classmate  David  Kirby  formed  their  own  firm, 
Edwards  &  Kirby.  Edwards  was  named  one  of 
eight  Lawyers  of  the  Year  by  Lawyers  Weekly  USA 
in  1996,  is  listed  in  the  publication  Best  Lawyers 
in  America,  and  has  been  selected  as  a  member 
of  the  Inner  Circle  of  Advocates. 

John  Edwards  met  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  when 
both  were  in  law  school.  They  were  married  in 
1977  and  have  had  four  children.  Their  first- 
born, Wade,  died  in  1996  at  the  age  of  16.  Their 
daughter  Catherine  is  a  student  at  Princeton.  Two 
younger  children  live  at  home:  three-year-old 
Emma  Claire  and  one-year-old  Jack. 

Senator  and  Mrs.  Edwards  retain  close  ties  to  Carolina.  He 
serves  on  the  executive  leadership  board  of  the  Frank  Porter 
Graham  Child  Development  Institute,  and  she  is  a  member  of  our 
Board  of  Visitors. 
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Honorary  Degree  Recipient 
Verne  Edward  Chaney  Jr. 

Doctor  of  Science 


Dr.  Verne  Chaney  is  founder  and  president  of  the  Thomas 
A.  Dooley  Foundation/INTERMED  USA  and  founder  and 
president  of  INTERMED,  Geneva,  Switzerland. 
INTERMED  is  a  private,  non-sectarian  agency  whose  mission  is  to 
assist  in  developing  medical  care  systems  in  less  developed  coun- 
tries, to  provide  medical  aid  to  refugees,  and  to  support  and  man- 
age medical  care  for  primitive  tribal  groups. 

Dr.  Chaney's  lifetime  of  humanitarianism 
began  while  he  was  in  medical  school  at  Johns 
Hopkins,  when  he  spent  his  summers  working 
with  the  Grenfell  Mission  in  Labrador  and 
Newfoundland.  Upon  completing  his  surgical 
residency,  he  donated  his  services  to  the  Albert 
Schweitzer  hospital  in  Haiti.  During  the  Korean 
War  he  served  with  distinction  as  a  military  sur- 
geon, was  wounded  in  action,  and  became  one 
of  the  most  highly  decorated  medical  officers  in 
the  Army.  In  1961  Dr.  Chaney  left  his  private 
surgical  practice  to  volunteer  for  work  with  Dr. 
Tom  Dooley's  organization  MEDICO.  He  spent 
several  months  in  Vietnam  and  Cambodia  train- 
ing health  workers  and  caring  for  civilian  refugees  displaced  by  war. 
After  Dr.  Dooley's  death  he  was  asked  to  assume  responsibility  for 
the  Dooley  medical  programs  in  Cambodia,  Laos,  and  Vietnam,  and 
with  Tibetan  refugees  in  India.  Not  wanting  these  programs  to  lapse, 
he  agreed  and  established  the  Thomas  A.  Dooley  Foundation. 
Projects  have  since  been  added  in  Nepal,  Thailand,  Afghanistan, 


Pakistan,  Costa  Rica,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  El  Salvador,  Ethiopia, 
Kenya,  Niger,  and  Tanzania. 

Dr.  Chaney  has  committed  his  life  to  improving  the  health  care 
of  thousands  of  underprivileged  people  throughout  the  world.  His 
work  is  an  aristocracy  of  achievement  that  inspires  and  stands  as  a 
shining  example  of  selfless  dedication  to  humanity,  yet  he  is  modest 
and  self-effacing.  In  a  recent  letter  to  a  friend 
he  wrote:  "These  have  been  years  of  satisfying 
work  and  honest  interaction,  serving  only  a 
moderate  amount  of  the  health  needs  of  an 
underserved  world,  armed  with  very  meager 
resources.  Benefits  and  accomplishments  are 
scarcely  measurable,  but  I  do  believe  the  efforts 
served  as  a  catalyst  for  learning,  self-help,  and 
better  health.  But  in  truth,  I  will  never  really 
know." 

Dr.  Chaney's  many  decorations  and  awards 
JM     ItM    include  the  Silver  Star,  the  Croix  tie  Guerre 

(France),  the  Order  of  a  Million  Elephants  and 
the  White  Parasol  (Royal  Government  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Laos),  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  School  of  Medicine  Distinguished  Service  Award.  A  gradu- 
ate of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  (B.S.,  1944)  and  The  Johns 
Hopkins  University  (M.D.,  1948,  M.P.H.,  1972),  he  completed  a  res-

Ji-ulian  Robertson  rose  to  the  pinnacle  of  the  financial  world  as 
founder  and  managing  partner  of  Tiger  Management 
Corporation,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  successful  hedge  hind 
groups  ever  created.  Today  he  focuses  his  immense  talent  and 
energy  on  philanthropy. 

In  1989  he  established  the  Tiger  Foundation  to  provide  finan- 
cial support  to  non-profit  organizations  serving 
New  York  City's  neediest  families,  and  to 
encourage  active,  informed  philanthropy  among 
Tiger  Management's  investment  staff.  The  foun- 
dation's unique  structure  brings  together  indi- 
viduals who  not  only  commit  their  personal  for- 
tunes to  its  work,  but  also  serve  as  its  trustees 
and  participate  in  making  its  grants. 

In  2000,  Julian  and  Josie  Robertson  estab- 
lished the  Robertson  Scholars  Program  with  a 
generous  gift  to  both  Duke  and  Carolina.  This 
innovative  program  recruits  and  supports 
undergraduates  on  both  campuses  who  divide 
their  academic  careers  between  these  two  great 
institutions,  thus  enriching  the  undergraduate 
experience  at  both.  The  Robertsons  conceived  of  this  program  as  a 
tribute  to  their  sons  Spencer  (Duke,  Class  of  1988)  and  Alexander 
(Carolina,  Class  of  2001).  Robertson  also  has  contributed  to  Lynn 
University,  the  alma  mater  of  his  son  Julian  III,  endowed  a  fellow- 
ship in  the  Kenan-Flagler  Business  School,  and  established  a  foun- 
dation in  honor  of  his  parents  to  benefit  citizens  of  Salisbury,  North 
Carolina.  Robertson's  other  philanthropic  interests  include  Lincoln 
Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  in  New  York  City,  where  the  Josie 
Robertson  Plaza  is  named  in  honor  of  his  wife;  the  Health  Care 
Chaplaincy;  the  Central  Park  Conservancy;  cancer  research;  and 
public  and  private  elementary  and  secondary  education,  including 
the  Children's  Scholarship  Fund  in  Charlotte.  Generous  gifts  to 
Hollins  University  and  St.  Mary's  School  honor  his  sisters,  Wyndham 


and  Blanche,  who  are  alumnae  of  those  institutions  respectively. 

Julian  Robertson  grew  up  in  Salisbury  where  he  attended  pub- 
lic schools  before  enrolling  in  Episcopal  High  School  in  Alexandria, 
Virginia.  He  received  his  B.S.  in  Business  Administration  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  in  1955,  and  was  induct- 
ed into  the  Order  of  Gimghoul.  Following  two  years  of  service  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  Robertson  joined  Kidder 
Peabody  &  Company  in  1957  as  a  sales  trainee. 
He  was  promoted  through  the  ranks  at  Kidder 
Peabody,  becoming  in  1974  chairman  and  chief 
executive  officer  of  Webster  Management 
Corporation,  a  subsidiary  of  the  firm.  Six  years 
later  he  founded  Tiger  Management. 

In  1979  Robertson  and  his  family  moved 
to  New  Zealand  for  six  months  where  he  hoped 
to  write  a  book.  That  spectacular  country  nour- 
ished his  love  for  geography  and  natural  beauty, 
a  passion  that  is  leading  him  today  to  develop 
golf  courses  and  resorts  there,  including  the 
magnificent  Kauri  Cliffs  on  the  North  Island. 
Julian  Robertson's  friends  fondly  describe  him 
as  a  contrarian  who  follows  not  the  crowd  but  his  own  inner  call. 
This  pillar  of  the  financial  world  never  carries  a  briefcase  and  does 
not  wear  a  watch. 

Julian  Robertson's  service  to  his  alma  mater  includes  tenure  as 
executive-in-residence  at  the  Kenan-Flagler  Business  School  and 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Visitors,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association  (1965-67),  and  Kenan-Flagler's  Board 
of  Visitors.  He  received  the  Board  of  Trustees'  Davie  Award  in  1992. 
In  New  York  he  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Cancer  Research 
Institute,  is  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  Lincoln  Center, 
and  is  a  trustee  of  The  Rockefeller  University,  the  Wildlife 
Conservation  Society,  and  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  John  the 
Divine.

Notes  on  Academic  Dress 


The  following  information,  condensed  from  An  Academic 
Costume  Code  and  Ceremony  Guide  and  published  by 
the  American  Council  on  Education,  may  be  helpful  in 
identifying  academic  attire  worn  during  today's  ceremony. 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the  European 
Middle  Ages  when  scholars  at  the  oldest  universities  were  clerics. 
Capes  with  hoods  and  warm  caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  build- 
ings. The  desire  for  a  uniform  appearance  ("well  born,  welf  turned- 
out,  and  somewhat  learned,"  read  one  medieval  formula)  and  for 
marks  to  distinguish  bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctoral  degree  can- 
didates led  to  the  development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895,  representatives  from  American  colleges  and  universi- 
ties met  at  Columbia  University  and  fashioned  a  standard  code  of 
academic  dress  for  this  country.  The  code,  modified  in  1959,  is  still 
in  force.  The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns  you  see  are 
traditional,  and  refer  to  the  specific  degree  and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed,  has  pointed 
sleeves.  The  master's  gown,  which  may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  has 
an  oblong  sleeve,  open  at  the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground; 
the  back  part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the  arc  in  the 
front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may  be  worn  open  or  closed, 
and  has  bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed.  Doctors' 
gowns  are  usually  faced  with  black  velvet,  with  three  bars  across  the 
sleeves,  although  the  color  of  the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the 
field  of  study.  Some  doctoral  candidates  may  wear  a  unique 
Carolina  blue  gown  that  features  dark  blue  facings  and  crossbars 
outlined  in  white  piping  and  bearing  the  University's  shield  support- 
ed by  torches  of  learning.  Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the  three 
degrees,  are  lined  with  official  colors  of  the  university  or  college 
that  conferred  the  degree,  usually  with  one  color  forming  a  chevron 
pattern  over  the  other.  Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and 


administrators'  robes  are:  the  crimson  of  Harvard,  the  maroon  of 
Chicago,  the  light  blue  and  white  of  North  Carolina,  the  orange  and 
black  of  Princeton,  and  the  dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in  the  color 
appropriate  to  the  field  of  study.  You  will  see  many  hoods  in  our 
procession  edged  with  dark  blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.). 
The  colors  in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  represent  the  follow- 
ing fields  in  which  degrees  were  taken:

A  Memorial  to  Carolina's 
Unsung  Founders 

The  Senior  Class  of  2002 's  generosity  will  fund  a  memo- 
rial to  the  university's  Unsung  Founders.  A  work  of 
public  art,  the  memorial  will  honor  the  men  and 
women  of  color  -  bond  and  free  -  who  helped  build  the  Carolina 
campus. 

As  the  university  moves  forward  with  a  master  plan  for 
expanding  and  improving  facilities,  the  monument  will  acknowl- 
edge Carolina's  beginnings  and  those  who  toiled  to  help  make 
today  a  reality.  Plans  call  for  the  prominent  placement  of  the 
memorial  so  that  the  Unsung  Founders,  for  the  most  part 
unknown  and  unrecognized,  might  emerge  from  the  shadows  of 
history  and  take  their  rightful  place  beside  other  Carolina 
founders. 

The  Senior  Class  Gift  Committee  has  commissioned  artist 
Do-Ho  Suh  to  design  the  memorial.  Suh  received  a  BFA  in  paint- 
ing from  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  and  an  MFA  in  sculpture 
from  Yale  University.  He  has  exhibited  at  the  Baltimore  Museum 
of  Art,  the  Houston  Contemporary  Arts  Museum,  the  Whitney 
Museum  of  American  Art  at  Philip  Morris,  and  the  49th  Venice 
Biennale.  Suh's  work  also  will  be  exhibited  at  the  Serpentine 
Gallery  in  London,  the  Seattle  Art  Museum,  and  the  Sydney 
Biennale. 

Fundraising  efforts  continue  toward  meeting  the  goal  of 
$40,000.  Matching  funds  from  the  university  will  help  reach  the 
$80,000  needed  to  complete  the  project.  For  more  information 
and  to  contribute,  please  visit:  www.carolinafirst.unc.edu/seniors. 


Origin  of  the 
University  Colors 

As  symbols  of  unity  among  Carolina  students,  alumni,  and 
fans,  the  school  colors  of  light  blue  and  white  were  first 
used  around  1800  to  distinguish  between  members  of  the 
Dialectic  and  Philanthropic  Literary  Societies.  Throughout  the  nine- 
teenth century,  students  were  required  to  be  members  of  either  the 
Di  or  the  Phi.  The  Di's  color  was  light  blue,  and  the  Phi's  was  white. 

At  University  commencements,  balls,  and  other  social  events, 
the  student  officials,  managers,  and  marshals  wore  the  color  of  their 
society,  blue  or  white.  Because  the  Chief  Marshal  or  Chief  Ball 
Manager  represented  the  whole  student  body,  not  just  his  society,  he 
wore  both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercollegiate  athletic 
teams  in  1888,  the  question  of  what  colors  to  wear  had  already 
been  answered.  Light  blue  and  white  had  come  to  symbolize  mem- 
bership in  the  University,  not  in  a  single  society. 

Light  blue  and  white  have  been  considered  the  University's  col- 
ors for  more  than  a  century.  With  the  tradition  so  firmly  established, 
a  popular  bumper  sticker  states  that  God  must  be  a  Tar  Heel 
because  he  made  the  sky  Carolina  Blue! 

Tar  Heels 

The  University  not  only  uses  the  nickname  "Tar  Heels,"  but 
the  entire  state  does  as  well.  One  version  of  the  nick- 
name's origin  has  the  name  first  being  applied  to  North 
Carolinians  during  the  Civil  War.  One  record  talks  of  a  battle  in 
Virginia,  where  their  supporting  column  retreated,  but  North 
Carolina  troops  stood  alone  to  fight  successfully.  The  victorious 
troops  were  asked  in  a  condescending  tone  by  some  Virginians,  who 
had  retreated,  "Any  more  tar  down  in  the  Old  North  State,  boys?" 
The  response  came  quickly:  "No;  not  a  bit;  old  Jeff's  bought  it  all 
up."  The  Virginians  asked:  "Is  that  so?  What  is  he  going  to  do  with 
it?"  The  reply:  "He  is  going  to  put  it  on  you'ns  heels  to  make  you 
stick  better  in  the  next  fight."

The  First  Carolina 
Diploma 


In  September  1796,  Carolina  student  Davie  Gillespie  began 
working  with  a  group  of  men  to  determine  the  Southern 
boundary  of  the  United  States.  His  instructors  gave  Gillespie  a 
document  to  carry  as  proof  that  he  had  been  a  student  at  The 
University  of  North  Carolina.  The  document,  now  in  the  Library  of 
Congress,  was  signed  by  his  professors  and  ended  with  the  state- 
ment, "We  thought  it  proper  to  give  him  this  certificate." 

The  University's  first  graduating  class  in  1798  included  Hinton 
James,  the  first  student  to  enroll.  Seven  men  received  the  first  docu- 
ments that  by  today's  standards  can  be  called  UNC-Chapel  Hill  diplo- 
mas. One  of  the  original  diplomas  is  in  the  Southern  Historical 
Collection  in  Wilson  Library. 

During  the  University's  early  years,  Commencement  at  Carolina 
was  a  time  for  examinations  and  promotions  to  higher  classes. 
There  was  a  commencement,  but  no  degrees  awarded  and  no 
graduation.

Tlie  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill 


Chartering  the 
University 

The  first  state  constitution  of  North  Carohna,  ratified  in 
1776,  called  for  the  creation  of  one  or  more  universities  to 
encourage  and  promote  "useful  learning." 
But  the  University  was  slow  in  coming.  A  bill  introduced  in  the 
state  legislature  in  1784  to  establish  "North  Carohna  University"  was 
defeated  because  many  people  feared  that  the  proposed  university 
could  become  an  aristocratic  bastion  against  the  state's  common 
people.  Similar  fears  led  North  Carolinians  not  to  ratify  the  U.S. 
Constitution  when  the  state  first  voted  on  it  in  1788.  Many  feared 
that  the  strong  central  government  proposed  by  the  Constitution 
might  endanger  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  common  people. 

Many  state  leaders  demanded  that  a  Bill  of  Rights  guaranteeing 
those  liberties  be  added  to  the  Constitution  and  late  in  the  summer 
of  1789  Congress  passed  the  amendments  that  became  the  Bill  of 
Rights.  On  November  21,  1789  North  Carohna  delegates  meeting  in 
Fayetteville  ratified  the  Constitution. 

William  R.  Davie,  who  had  helped  write  the  United  States 
Constitution  and  had  urged  his  fellow  North  Carolinians  to  accept  it, 
turned  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  also  meeting  in 
Fayetteville,  to  higher  education.  Davie  proposed  a  bill  to  establish 
and  charter  a  university,  noting  in  the  bill's  preamble  that  "in  all 
well  regulated  Governments,  it  is  the  indispensable  duty  of  every 
Legislature  to  consult  the  Happiness  of  a  rising  Generation,  and 
endeavor  to  fit  them  for  an  honorable  Discharge  of  the  Social  Duties 
of  Life,  by  paying  the  strictest  attention  to  their  Education." 

The  Federalist  spirit  of  the  General  Assembly  swept  through  the 
meeting  of  the  North  Carohna  delegates,  and  Davie's  bill  was  enact- 
ed on  December  11,  1789. 


UNC-Chapel  Hill 

The  First  State  University 

The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  originated  in 
the  N.C.  state  constitution  of  1776,  which  proclaimed  that 
"all  useful  learning  shall  be  duly  encouraged  and  promot- 
ed in  one  or  more  universities." 

Carolina's  charter  was  approved  in  1789  and  the  cornerstone 
of  the  first  building,  Old  East,  was  laid  on  October  12,  1793-  The 
University  annually  celebrates  Carolina's  birth  date  each  October  12 
In  1795  the  University  opened  its  doors  for  students. 

The  University  of  Georgia  at  Athens  also  claims  the  honor  of 
"first  state  University."  Georgia's  constitution  of  1777  lays  no  foun- 
dation for  state-supported  higher  education.  The  university  was 
chartered  in  1785,  four  years  before  UNC,  and  those  who  claim  the 
honor  of  "first  state  university"  for  Georgia  refer  to  this  date. 

North  Carohnians  contend  that  a  university  begins  not  when 
chartered,  but  when  students  first  enroll  in  instructional  programs 
and  use  the  school's  facihties. 

The  University  of  Georgia  did  not  open  until  1801,  six  years 
after  Hinton  James  enrolled  as  the  first  student  at  the  University  of 
North  Carohna  at  Chapel  Hill.  Three  years  after  his  arrival  Carohna 
graduated  its  first  class. 


The  University  Seal 


The  first  seal  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina,  designed  in 
1790,  showed  the  face  of  Apollo  and  his  emblem, 
the  rising  sun,  used  to  symbolize  the  dawn  of 
higher  education  in  the  state.  The  words  "SIGUL 
UNIVERSITAT  CAROL  SEPTENT"  (Seal  of  The 
University  of  North  Carohna)  surrounded  the 
drawing. 

A  modification  in  1895  added  lighted 
torches  of  learning  beside  Apollo's  profile. 
Two  years  later  another  alteration  replaced 
Apollo's  head  with  a  shield  on  which  the  words 
Lux  (light)  and  Libertas  (liberty),  separated  by  a 
white  band  running  from  the  upper  right  to  the 


lower  left  of  the  shield,  appeared. 

In  the  1940s  some  observers  mistakenly  claimed  the 
white  stripe  on  the  shield  was  a  bend  sinister,  a 
heraldic  code  that  was  demeaning.  In  truth,  the 
stripe  was  a  bar  sinister  and  merely  denoted  a 
second  or  later  son.  Still,  the  direction  of  the 
stripe  was  reversed,  removing  any  question  of 
stigma. 

Today's  seal  is  the  same  as  the  1897  ver- 
sion, except  the  stripe  runs  from  the  upper  left 
to  the  lower  right.
